Thank you for your letter of 29th January. I now enclose a copy of the 
response and amendment as filed by our Norwegian Associate. 

In his reporting letter our Associate comments that the claims have been 
reduced to thirteen in number. Claims 3 and 5 have been combined in the 
manner that I suggested, claims 4 and 8 have been combined as suggested, 
claims 13 to 18 have been deleted, claim 19 reworded as I suggested, and claim 
20 simplified without introducing any restriction of scope.
